Soon after passing the Jersey coast the 
Hamilton ran into a fog Which lasted all 
night. It is believed that this fog was re- 
eponsible for the accident.

‘naw. In the water and clinging to wreck- 
age was a number of persons and as many 
as possible of these were pulled into the 
boats of the Hamilton. 

When the survivors were taken on board 
the Hamilton they were made comforable 
and after waiting around to pick up any- 
‘one that might have clung to wreckage ue 
Hamilton proceeded on her way. She wa 
only slightly damaged. 

The Saginaw was sunk in ten fathoms of 
water and her paste were left sticking out 
of water.

Bowie, Fulfill’ First 
Official Duties. 


NO “PROBABILITIES” IN 
OPENING PREDICTION 


New Climate Analyzer From/Galveston 
a Believer in Positive 
Opinions, 


Edward H. Bowie of Texas, successor of 
Dr. R. J. Hyatt as official weather forecas- 
ter, dropped into 8t. Louis officially at 7 
o'clock Tuesday morning. 

At that hour he left the home of (Dr. 
Hyatt at 6015 Suburban avenue, where he 
is a. guest, and walked briskly with tho 
doctor toqphe Suburban tracks. 

Iie swung onto Car No. 1% just like an 
experienced St. Louis business man who is 
used to cars that don’t stop. He bought a 
paper, and made no bones about paying one 
cent for it, although in Texas he had al- 
ways had to pay three. 

No one recognized him on the car, and 
during the entire trip he was buried be- 
hind his paper. 

Dr. llyatt was similarly engaged and they 
talked little on the way down town. 

“Must be a low coming,”’ he remarked to 
the doctor as they rose at Ninth street to 
leave the car. 

“Yes,’’ replied 
probably.”’ 

The motorman was tturning his brake 
crank slowly, and the car was not making 
more than three miles an hour when the 
crossing was reached. 

Mr. Bowie agains proved himself a typi- 
cal St. Louisan by swinging off like a vet- 
eran railroad man and running a few steps 
to get his balance. 

Dr. Hyatt, who ts heavier in weight and 
in years, followed at a more gentle pace. 

Mr. Bowie walked slowly for the doctor 
to catch up and they entered the federal 
building together by the west entrance, 

“That's the new weather man,” re 
marked a janitor. “Wonder what he'll say 
today?” 

Mr. Bowte walked fast, for he was in a 
hurry. It was 7:45 and he had his first 
forecast to make at 8 o'clock. 

He looked along the corridor of the build- 
ing with an observant Raze, however, as 
he crossed it, and in like manner examined 
the interior of the elevator cage while it 
was taking him to the fourth floor, 

He and Dr. Hyatt were the only occu- 
pants and they went up in silence, 

Through the corridors on the fourth floor 
and up the stairs to the a of the weather 
man, Mr. Bowie walked briskly. He began 
getting out of Wis coat as he neared the 
den, and when he reached the door it was 
in shirtsleeves, 

The coat and hat found a resting place 
on a chair for the time being, and Mr. 
Bowie for the first time mounted the stoo! 
in front of the maps. 

A pile of telegrams lay beside the maps, 
and blug*and red pencils tn a rack furnished 
the working material. 


Mr. Bowle scanned the telegrams for 
a minute and then went into the adjoining 
room to examine the instruments. It was 
8 o'clock and that is the hour when Mr. 
Bowle makes his observations. 


It only took a minute to read the barom- 
eter, the thermometer and the other 
meters that tell about wind velocity and 
other things that weather men have to 
know in conducting their factories. 

Mr. Bowle works with great decision. 
He talks likewise. When he had*made the 
necessary readings he hurried back to 
the stool in front of the maps and mount- 
ed it. 

With blue pencil in one hand and red 
pencil close by he began drawing lines over 
the maps, at the same time reading the tel- 
egrams. He wus engaged at this for an 
hour. Occasionally an assistant entered, 
but Mr. Bowie did not look up. If a ques- 
tion was asked he answered with stopping 
his pencil. 

He was apparently completely lost in the 
weather, and his mind was traveling over 
the Mississippi Valley studying the “highs,” 
“lows’’ and the storm centers. 

He finished the maps at 9 o'clock and 
then he wrote his forecast for Tuesday and 
Wednesday. It was: 

“Unsettied weather with showers tonight 
and Wednesday; slight change in tempera- 
ture.”’ 

There was no “probably” or “possibly” 
in it. Mr. Bowle apparently believes only 
in positive statements. The weather has 
been reduced to a science in his mind, and 
when he saye it will rain he means that it 
will without any doubt.

Dr. Hyatt had gone out for the morning 
when he began‘his work on the maps. 

The telephone rang as Mr. Bowle finished 
his forecast.

‘He'll be back this afternoon,” said Mr. 
Bowle. “Yes, I'll give him your number 
and ask him to call you up. All right, good- 
by.’’ 

Mr. Bowie hung up the receiver with a 
snap. 

“f "thought that was going to be about 
the weather. I'm used to having lots of in- 
quiries in Galveston,”’ said he.

The preliminary hearing of Mrs. Minnie

“not guilty’ for her. and asked for an ear- 
ly dute for the hearing. 

Judge Moore said that May 14 was the 
first day open. 

When Mrs. Cummings was escorted into 
the courtroom she was not handcuffed, as 
are most of the prisoners. 

As she neared the door of the courtroom 
she asked a deputy sheriff if her attorney 
was in the courtroom. 

The deputy replied that he thought Col. 
Martin was there. 

“Well, I want to know,” said Mrs. Cum- 
mings, ‘“‘for if my attorney is not there I 
am not going in.” 

‘But your case has been called, and you 
wiJl have to go into court,” replied § the 
official. : 

‘I will not,”’ was the answer, and Mrs. 
Cummings’ eves snapped. 

At this stage of the conversation Col.. 
Martin was seen inside the courtroom, and 
an argument with the prisoner was 
averted. 

She .walked to the railing and listened 
to the reading of the warrant, anf to Col. 
Martin's plea of not guilty, and then to the 
request that the hearing be arranged for as 
soon as posstble, without betraying much 
interest in the proceedings. 

After the date had been set for the hear- 
ing, she was escorted to an ante-room in- 
stead of being led to the cage, and sat 
there unt the officers took her back to 
the jail, chatting with the other prisoners. 

One little girl, held on a larceny charge, 
was of especial interest to her.

These were Mr. Bowle’s answers to ques- 
tions. He talked quick and with decision. 


He didn't say “probably.” 


Galveston Believes 

in Weather Bureaus. 

“Down in Galveston,” said he as he hung 
up the receiver, “‘we were rushed with 
questions every morning. We thad to keep 
one man on the ‘phone and at the central 
office of the telephone company they used 
to keep a list every morning of calls for us 
and let each ealler have his turn at asking 
about the weather. 

‘Then we used to often have a crowd in 
the office, too. There were ‘always bulle- 
tins posted, but people seemed to want to 
' get it right off the bat. People in Gal- 
veston believe in the weather bureau.” 

Mr. Bowie believes in the weather bu- 
reau, too. He says it is a science and is 
out of the experimental stage. 

In other words, he is an enthustast. He 
Joves the weather as a doctor loves medi- 
cine or an artist loves art. 

That is one reason for his success. He is 
only 29 years old and holds the most im- 
portant office of any man in the service of 
his age. 

In the opinion of the department in Wash- 

ington St. Louis is particularly important 
now on account of the World's fair, which 
will make the forecasts of the station here 
more read than those of any other in the 
next 18 months. 

“Is St. Louis a difficult point,’’ Mr. Bowie 
was asked. 

He laughed before he answered. Then he 
gaid: “Well, I don’t know. I guess all 
points are difficult sometimes. 

Mr. Bowle laughs a great deal. He unites 
good humor with his energy and love of 
weather. The latter is not allowed to affect 
his spirits.

Mr. Bowle does not look Iike a scientist. 
He is well-built and athletic in appearance. 

His face is round and full, and nis cheeks 
are a liittie red. tiis hair is brown and he 
wears a small brown mustache, cropped 
rather close. His hair is parted in the 
middie and combed rather close to his fore- 
head. 

His haerd-shake is very «firm, like his 
eMarnacr, but it is hearty and conveys the 
idea that you are welcome. 

Mr. Bowie has been in St. Louis more 
than a week. Since h's arrival, however, 
until Tuesday he wts not forecaster. He 
has spent the time secing the dedication 
ceremonies and getting acquainted with 
friends of the burcau. 

“St. Louis is a great city,” said he. “‘! 
like it. 1 can’t see where it is not just as 
busy and energetic as any other place in 
the country."’ 

Mr. Bowie in his eleven years of service 
has had only two stations. He was in 
Dubuque. Io., until 18 months ago. when 
he was sent to Galveston to climate and 
crop reports for Texas. He is a native of 
Maryland. 

With his advent in St. Louis the title 
“Doctor” will disappear from the weather 
reperts. Mr. Bowie has only'one title and 
that is “local forecast official.” 

Dr. Hyatt got his prefix from the fact 
that he once practiced dentistry.

SUPPORTS PRIEST 
STORY IN DETAIL 


Still Puzzle Features of the 
Crime Cannot Be Recon- 
ciled to Fit Any Suggested 
Theory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LORAIN, O., May 5.—Did the Rev. 
Ferdinand Walser, the priest who is in jail 
at E’yria, kill Miss Agatha Reichlin? That 
is the question being asked by everybody 
in Lorain today, despite the fact that the 
coroner's inquest will probably not de- 
velop sufficient evidence to place a charge 
of murder against the clergyman, and he 
will most likely be set at liberty. 

For the first time since the tragedy, Cas- 
simir Reichlin, the younger brother of the 
murdered girl, who was in the ‘house last 
Thursday night when the crime was com- 
mitted, has told his story of the happen- 
ing of the night. The statement details 
how Father Walser, Agatha and Cassimir 
spent the evening in talking and singing, 
all retiring bétween 10 and 11 o'clock. Cas- 
Simer says he was awakened abgtt 1 
o'clock by the priest rushing into his room 
amd excitedly stating that burglars were in 
the house. He arose and ran into his sis- 
ter’s room and found her lying in her bed 
covered with blood and dead. He then 
searched the house, but found no one. 

“I went downstairs and called up central 
and told the operator to notify the police. 
The dog gave two sharp barks and then I 
spoke to him. Fifteen or twenty minutes 
later the police arrived. In the search we 
found fresh mud on the attic floor under 
the attic window and afterward on the 
ladder. I pulled in the ladder so that the 
scent would stay in the room and we could 
start the bloodhounds from it. 

“Father Walser turned to me and said: 
‘I must break my fast. I cannot say mass 
tomorrow uniess I have something to drink 
tonight.’ 

“There was nothing in the house, so I 
decided to go to a saloon and get liquor. 
Father Walser was afraid to stay alone, 
so Officer Masterson stayed with him. I 
took a gallon jug and went to the saloon. 
Tt have been incensed by the stories which 
have been circulated that we were drinking 
before we went to bed. It was untrue.”’ 

“You have every confidence that Father 
Walser is not guilty of the crime with 
which he is charged?"’ was asked. 

“If Father Walser is guilty then I am 
guilty. If he should hang, then they had 
ought to hang me. I know he is innocent.”’ 

Later, in reply to the same question, 
Father Reichlin said: 

“I have absolute faith in Father Walser. 
I know he is innocent.’’

Theodore W. Fach Alleges 
She Also Belabored Him 
With Furniture. 


Scratches inflicted in conjugal spats 
which left permanent marks and imprison- 
ment in a room with his wife as jailer are 
some of the things that Theodore W. Fach, 
a wealthy manufacturer of Webster 
Groves, recites in support of his allegation 
of “cruel and barbarous treatment,’” on 
which he bases an application for divorce, 
filed in the circuit court at Clayton. | 

After less than six months of married life 
Mrs. Elvira Fach is occupying the hand- 
some residence at Webster Groves while 
Fach mrakes his home in the city. They 
were married Nov. 6, 1902, and separated 
April 22, 1903. 

Mrs. Fach !s a stately blonde, well known 
in Webster Groves society. When Deputy 
Sheriff J. W. Bellairs served her with the 
summons she remarked: 

“My turn comes now.” 

The complaint begins with the statement 
that the defendant has been guilty of such 
cruel and barbarous treatment of the plain- 
tiff as to endanger his life. It describes 
the events which occurred on the honey- 
moon trip to Hot Springs, Ark., where, ac- 
cording to the petition, Mra. Fach continu- 
ally accused Fach of seeking other women’s 
society. So vehement were these accusa- 
tions and so varied were the expedients 
alleged to have been employed by the bride 
that the plaintiff asserts he was “kept in 
a constant fear and dread as to what the 
defendant might do next.” 

Wife Locked 
Him in Room. 

One evening described in the complaint 
Was spent solely in the society of the bride. 
On that occasion, the plaintiff avers, Mrs. 
Fachs after unjustly accusing him of fond- 
ness for other women, 
herself in the room and would not allow 
him to leave until late in the morning. On 
this same trip, it is alleged, she scolded 
Fach so violently that a guest of the hotel 
gruffiy called her attention to the fact that 
he and the other guests of the hostelry 
could not sleep. He made. a peremptory 
request that the curtain lecture be con- 
ciuded at once. 

Upon their return to their own home in 
Webster Groves the plaintiff complains 
the quarrel was renewed and that one even- 
ing Mrs. Fach, after having threatened to 
kill him, ran to a drawer where his re- 
volver was kept for the purpose of gettin 
the weapon, but he frustrated the at- 
tempt. * 

During these spats the fine new furniture 
of the house was often broken. The plain- 
tiff says that once when he _— her 
vituperation unbearable he ran aWay to his 
room. As he was hurrying up the stair- 
case, he alleges, she threw a theavy and 
expensive vase at his head; but he dodged 
the missile. She then broke the leg from 
an antique chair, the plaintiff avers, and 
with that broke down the door, s»atter- 
ing the lock and splintering the panels.

Brig.-Gen. Fred D. Grant 
Visits Famous House on 
Gravois Road. 


RECALLED PLACES 
FAMILIAR TO BOYHOOD 


Departed for Texas Headquarters Mon~ 
day Night After an Enjoyable 
Visit to St. Louis. 


Brigadier-General Frederick D. Grant vis- 
ited his old home on the Gravoig road in 
St. Louls County Sunday for the first time 
in 29 years. 

Ho says it is in a better state of preserva- 
tion now than in 187@ when he was last 
there, and that few changes have been 
made in the house or the surroundings. 

A party of friends accompanied Gen. 
Grant and Mrs. Grant on the trip and the 
general told many stories of the life of 
his father, Gen. U. 8. Grant, on the old 
farm befere the war. 

“The place belonged to my mother’s fam- 
lly,”’ said Gen. Grant to the Post-Dispatch. 
“It was in the old house that stands there 
now that my father firat met my mother. 
She lived there thep, 

“The meeting between them was in 1843 
and the place was the scene of their court- 
ship. They were engaged in 184, late in 
the fall, just before my father went 
through the Mexican war. 

“He returned in 1848 from the war and 
they were married in August of that year 
In the town house at Fourth and Sarah 
streets. 

“They lived part of the time in the coun- 
try home and part of the time in town.” 

Gen. Grant said hjs mother’s famfly, the 
Dents, called the old place White Haven. 
It is now called Grantwood. 

“The first time I remember seeing my 
father was when I was ¢ years old and 
he returned from California,’ said Gen. 
Grant. “That was in 1854. I recalled it 
yesterday when I stood on the porch; which 
is the same today as it was then except 
that then vines grew over it and now they 
do not. 

“I recall how I ran out on the big 
porch to meet my father then. 

“That big porch was an important fea- 


ture of our life in the old place. On 


| 


summer evenings Grandfather and 
Grandmother Dent, my father and moth- 
er and uncles and aunts used to gather 
there. My aunts brought their guitars 
and we aised to sing. Such songs as 
‘“"Way Down Upon the Suwanee River’ 
and ‘Old Folks at Home’ were our fa- 
vorites and we rarely missed a night.” 


Wandered Over 
the Big Farm. 


Gen. Grant spent several hours Sunday 
wandering over the big farm. He went 


‘along Gravois Creek and looked into the 


old “swimming hole” where his father 
taught him to swim. The hole is not as 
deep now as it was then. 

He also recalled places where he and 
his brother had fought bumble bees, or- 
ganizing the negro boys into armies to 
help them. “I also recall some of the 
Stings,” .said the general. 

He also strolled through the Gravois val- 
ley, where big parties from 8t. Louis used 
to go for picnics and to gather nuts. The 
groves are still there and the nuts are as 
g00d as they were in the ds. 

The general also went to where the spring 
house to be, back of the house. It is gone 
now, for the spring dried up long ago. 
“That-was the finest water in the neigh- 

- ow.’ the general. 

re rant was a boy of 12 whe 
the Civil war in which his father won 
fame began, but he went to the front and 
was wounded at the Battle of Biack River 
in 1863. He spent eight months on the old 
farm after that before he returned to the 
front. During the latter part of the war 
he spent short sor during the winter 
at the farm with his mother. 

He was with the army only during the 
summer then, as his winters were spent at 
school. 

Gen. and Mrs. Grant with their friends 
went to Grantwood Sunday morning in 
the private car of Adolphus Busch, which 
was placed at Fourth street and Chou- 
teau avenue for them. A special engire 
took them out and the car was left in 
front of the old farmhouse, which is 
near the Iron Mountain Railroad. 

They were the guests during the day 
of Capt. and Mrs. Luther H. Conn, who 
now live at Grantwood.

H. Thomson, Dr. and Mrs. Clemens. Mr.

MEMORY AWAKES FROM 16 YEARS’ SLEEP. 
STRANGE STORY OF SEPARATION AND REUNION. 


George W. Poston of Havana, 
Cuba, Restored to Wife 
and Family. 


George W. Poston, a tobacco planter of 
Havana, Cuba, found a family in St. Louis 
last Sunday that he had fofgotten he pos- 
sessed, 

Mr. Puston’s find reveals a most remarka- 
ble case of suspended memory. 

For 16 years Mr. Poston has been a resi- 
dent of Cuba. Last Sunday he came to 8t. 
Louls on a business trip. While looking in 
the city directory for.the address of a 
business associate it occurred to him to 
see if any persons of his own name lived 
in St. Louis. He found the name. Arthur 
Poston, and the address, 207 Eugenia 
street. 

The name awakened in Mr. Poston’s mind 
a flash of memory. For years there had 
been latent in his brain a past which he 
could not recall. The name Arthur Poston 
brought back to him the face of a boy. 
From this he forged a misty chain of mem- 
ory that had been broken years before. 

He called at the address given and found 
a man 27 years of age. Suddenly the past 
came back, and he recognized the son he 
had known years before. 

@rom his son he learned of the wife of 
his youth, still living. whom he had,»de- 
serted 16 years ago, all unconscousl 

After many explanations husband -and 
wife were reunited, and Tuesday night Mr. 
Poston and Ris ‘son will leave for Cuba to 
close up his affairs there and return to St 
Louls to go into business. 

Mr. Poston is now rich, and his family 
will live In comfort. For 16 years life for 
them has been a struggie. 

The story as told by members of the Pos- 
ton family resolves itself into chapters as 
follows: 


CHAPTER I. 
Fire Destroyed All That He Had and 
George Poston Went Away. 


George Poston was one of the most 
prosperous men in Carmi, Ill., in 1887. 
He was an architect and contractor, and 
had won'a fortune by his industry and 
ability. He had married ten years before 
one of the prettiest girls in the country 
thereabouts, and they had a family of 
five children. 

No one in Carmi was better known or 
more respected than Poston. Besides his 
business as a contractor he owned a 
large sawmill, 

One day one of his sons, Arthur, then 
a small boy, went to the sawmill. Pos- 
ton was sawing a log and when his son 
spoke to him he turned and his hand 
came in contact with the saw, severing 
the tips of three fingers of his left hand. 
By this deformity the son knew his 
father when they met after 16 years’ 
separation. 

In the fall of 1887 a fire destroyed Pos- 
ton’s sawmill, his store and house. Ev- 
erythijng that he had gained by years of 
toil was swept away in one night. Pos- 
ton was distracted by the ruin wrought. 
In vain his wife tried to comfort him. 
Poston could see nothing for him tin the 
future and seemed to be Inconsolable. 

One day, however, he got a contract to 
build a bridge at Calfro, Ill., and while he 
was not his old self the family took 
heart for the future. Bidding his wife 
and children good-by Poston set out for 
Cairo. That was the last seen of him 
until last Sunday, when hé greeted his 
son in St. Louis. 


CHAPTER II. 
Three Brave Sons of Missing Man Sup- 
ported Their Mother. 


For years the Poston family struggled 
with adversity. The brave mother battled 
with the world to support her childrén. 
Two of them died, a boy and girl, and the 
heart-broken mother, yearning for the com- 
fort her absent husband might have given 
her, worked on unaided. Hoping against 
hone that her husband might be alive, Mrs. 
Poston exhausted every nesource of infor- 
mation. Once she heard that he was in 


Louisiana, through a report from the pen- 
sion office 

Iler oldegt son, Arthur, then 14 years of 
age, went to Opaloosa, La., seeking his 
fathor, bul found that the man George Pos- 
ton there was not he. While.the boy did 
not remember his father’s face, for pur-

‘he family, in the course of time, moved 
to Centralia, DTll., and as the three boys in

When Arthur was of age he bade his 
oseaieae good-bye and started out into the 
world to make a better home for them all. 
He came to St. Louls. He was an ambi- 
tious young fellow, and was willing to take 
any work he could get. When he alighted 
from the train at Union Station the first 
man he saw who looked like an official 
proved to be the superintendent of the Bal- 
timore & Ohlo Rai road. 

“I want work.” said young Poston. 
“Anything will do.” 

The superintendent Iiked the boy’s 
looks and put him to work, and for nine 
years young Poston has been in the em- 
ploy of that company. 

With Arthur Poston's position itn St. 
Loutls the fortunes of the family began 
to improve. Every month the brave lad 
sent the bulk of his wages to his mother 
for the support of herself and his young 
brothers. 

In the meantime the family. did not 
cease in their search for the missing 
father. Inquiries were made wherever a 
oiue poeapuete, but no trace of him was 

foun 

As Arthur Poston gained advancement 
in his position in St. Louis the fortunes 
of the family improved. First he secured 
work for his brother. George. as an 
usher in the Union Station. Later he 
sent for his brother, Charles. who went 
to work In the Terminal hotel. The 
three lads supported their mother in 
Centralia, but they finally sent for her 
and furnished the house for her at 2027 
Eugenia street. 


CHAPTER III. 
His Past a Blank, He Built Up a 


Business in Havana. 


When George VW. Poston left Carmi he 
went into the world «4 man with a name 
only. Where he went and how, and the 
manner in which he left Cairo, for the last 
of his American memories ends there, he 
does not remember. 

He knows that he arrived in Havana, 
Cuba, and that he found himself in pos- 
fession of $700, probably the profits of his 
Cairo contract. 

He knew that his name was George Pos- 
ton. From the dates on his papers In Hav-

In all the years he has been in Havana, 
in spite of his business acumen, Phe has 
been unable to recall his past For 
hours he sat and tried to call up inci- 
dents in the career he had left, but the 
past was a blank. 

In the course of time he went Into the 
tobacco business. Finally he bought a 
tobacco plantation in the Vuelto Abajo 
province, in which the choicest plants 
on the island grow, and became a tobac- 
co commissioner in Havana. 

All the time he retained his, photo- 
graph gallery and as his business grew 
in that line he made business connec- 
tions with dealers in photographic sup- 
plies tn St. Loula.

JUDGE HAZELL’S SUGGESTION. 


Discouraged by the obstacle placed in the way of the Cole 
County grandjury’s investigation of legislative corruption by the 
supreme court’s decision in the Hickox and Page cases, Judge 
Hazell suggests amendments to the law which will enable the 
court to force witnesses to testify before a grandjury. 

The supreme court decided that a witness could not be forced 
to testify if he thought his testimony would incriminate himself. 
Judge Hazell thinks the court and not the witness should be 
the judge of the question of whether or not the evidence of 
the witness is self-incriminating. He thinks that the law should 
provide that state's witnesses shall be immune from punishment. 

Judge Hazell suggests a question of the highest tmportance. 
The decision of the supreme court seems to supply a bulwark 
behind which the unscrupulous members of a combine formed 
for corruption may shelter themselves. It increases the diffi- 
culty of obtaining evidence of bribery, a task which, was suffi- 
clently difficult to make prosecution and conviction of corrup- 
tionists rare occurrences. To permit all witnesses before a 
grandjury to plead the protection of the constitution and make 
them the judges of the question of the incriminating mature of 
their information, would seem to offer to unscrupulous persons 
the opportunity to avoid testifying concerning others and at the 
Same time avoid the danger of indictment for perjury. 

The immunity enjoyed now by state’s witnesses who give self- 
incriminating testimony rests wholly with the prosecuting officer. 
It is a traditiona] rule that witnesses who serve the state shall 
not be prosecuted. The discretion of the prosecutor at times is 
a powerful lever to force al] the truth from a witness who has 
given partial information. It places the guilty witness at the 
mercy of the prosécutor. 

But a remedy should be devised for the apparent weakness 
of the present law. The amendments suggested by Judge Hazell, 
while enabling the court to force a witness to testify, would pro- 
tect him from the consequences of self-incrimination. 

Justice is the purpose of law, not the protection of the guilty, 
and if a way can be devised to render the task of obtaining evi- 
dence of corruption easier, without violating fundamental rights 
or endangering the liberty of innocent persons, the state should 
have the benefit of it. 

However, Judge Hazell and Attorney-General Crow should not 
be discouraged by obstacles. The success of a grandjury investi- 
gation of corruption depends largely upon the skill and per- 
sistence of the prosecution. With a good basis of information 
the leads may be pursued with success and the guilty punished 
for elther bribery or perjury. The plea of a witness that the 
information he possesses ts self-incriminating is a confession of 
guilt which a publie officer or legislator would be slow to offer, 
and if offered would at least result in his disgraceful retirement 
from public life. Every guilty witness should be put to the 
necessity of confessing guilt, committing ‘perjury or telling the 
truth.

TRAINING WILD ANIMALS. 


“Suppose,’’ said Mr. Bostock, “that I am 
about to train a lion to perform certain 
tricks. If I went at once into his cage 
and attempted to drive him I would prob- 
ably be killed. But I don’t dothat. Before 
I try to teach him anything I let the lion 
hang about his cage 


get used to me. ! 
day after day, calling to him and Keeping 
in his sight. He would see me late ai 
night and early in the morning. I would 
give him his food and water. Occasionally 
I would pat his head, and gradually the 
lion comes to have a friendly feeling to- 
ward me. I become, as it were, an ac- 
quaintance of his, and from becoming ac- 
customed to me the Mon grows to like me 
and I bein to like the Non, too, just as 
you would like any big. pet, a horse or a 
big dog. Then I go into the lion's cage 
without, being obtrusive or brusque. The 
big, dangerous beast, having got used to 
seeing me doutsde, scarcely notices the 
difference when I am in his private domain. 
I gradually approach him and drive him 
about the cage, cracking my whip so that 
he will know that I- mean business. The 
lion probably betleves that there is much 
greater power In that whip than there real- 
ly is. If I hit him with it I do not hurt 
him. There is a knack in cracking a whip 
eo that it will not give. much pain. I 
could swing a whip on you and strike you 
with a ‘crack,’ but you would scarcely fee} 
it. 

“The general principle of animal training 
is to proceed easily and gradually, being 
gently persistent, but not aggressive, over- 
coming opposition, by persuasion rather 
than by direct opposition and force. It ifs 
the same course as that which appiles to 
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at home cut out the parts to be embroid- 
ered, and see that they will fit correctly 
and then have them stamped with the de- 
sired design. 

The gown illustrated is of this descrip- 
tion, .beimg made with a pointed hip yoke

Though briquettes are not now manufac- 
tured in this country, economical condli- 
tions will undoubtedly be the same here in 
‘a few years as in Europe, especially if the 
necessities of life are to remain in the 
hands of the grabbers. Then briquettes 
will surely appear on the markd&. They 
would have been welcome last winter. 

Briquettes are made in large quantities 
all over Europe, also in South America, 
Japan, Ban Domingo and many other 
countries, and of all sorts cf ingredients. 

Ninety per cént of the machinery 
make the briquates comes from 8t. Eit- 
eune, France; the rest from Belgium. The 
Freuch presses are more powerful and 
produce better briquetles than the Belgian 
‘machines.

The briquettes experimented upon and 
now in use produce 10 per cent higher ca- 
loric power than the best coal, thug enab- 
ling the boats to carry 10 per cent more 
fuel in the same space, and enabling a 
longer radius of action. 

Briquettes are dally used on locomsétives 
in Europe to great advantage, and give 
good mitisfaction. ‘ 

American coal will never sell well in Eu- 
rope. They do not burn hard coal over 
there, and do not want any, and soft coal 
is handled so many times before rea:h- 
ing its destination that it,comes thee in 
the shape of dust, which F have seen my- 
self in several consignments to represent 
6 to 7 per cent of the cargo, making it, 
of course, unfit for use. But In the form 
of briquettes, which can be madeas hard 
as rock, this inconvenience should disap- 
pear, and American briquettes would find 
a ready market all over Europe. especial- 
ly along the coast of the Mediterranean, 
in Europe, Asia and Africa, where there 
are no coal mines and where they have to 
dopend upon Eng’and for their suoply, 
and have to pay high prices ($9 to $1 per 
ton) for railroads and steamers.
